ST. PETERSBURG, December 2.—The Czar 
will inform the nobility at Moscow at the 
reception to-day of his determination to call 
a number of unofficial advisers to assist 
him in the government of the Empire.

A dispatch from Paris says: The Archbish- 
op of Mechlin, Belgium, in his recent pas- 
toral, asserts t hat the Popeis not infallible, 
except when he judges questions which rest 
on the testimony of God and that of His re- 
vealed truth and _ revealed law. This 
is intended to rebut the charge that the Bel- 
gian bishops are guilty of schism or disobedi- 
ence in disregarding the Pope’s admonitions 
respecting educational agitation.

Sentence to Death of an Accomplice 
to the Raber Murder—Trial of Pres- 
ton, a Murderously-Inclined New 
Yorker—Criminal News. 

LEBANON, Pa., December 2.—Henry Wise, 
che ofthe murderers of Joseph Raber, was 
this morning sentenced to be hanged. Heat- 
tempted to deliver a written statement, but 
was stopped by Judge Henderson. This is 
the insurance conspiracy and murder ease for 
which Drews and Stichler were hanged re- 
cently. The sentence on Wise was deferred 
that he might testify against Zechman, an- 
other one of the persons accused. His evi- 
dence was discredited, however, and Zech- 
man,after being once convicted. was acquitted 
on the second trial. 


Trial of Preston.

NEW YORK, December 2.—John Preston is 
now ontrial for assaulting Alfred Boynton 
with intent to kill, April22. The defense set 
up was insanity caused by jealousy and family 
troubles. The novel feature of the case was 
that the jury was composed entirely of mar- 
ried men, the defense objecting to 
the admission of single men to the jury-box, 
It appears that Preston had left his family on 
aceount of a dispute in regard to the man- 
agement of his children. His wife then sup- 
ported herself and her children by doing 
sewing for Boynton, who wasa shirt manu- 
facturer and who frequently came to the 
house. Preston found him there on the even- 
ing of April 22 and fired three shots at him, 
one wounding him.

Red Raiders. 
Epecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, December 2.--The Times has a 
special from Winnepeg, which says: Advices 
received to-day from the Territories say the © 
situation thereis becoming serious. The In- 
dians are coming in in large nume- 
bers to the mounted po- 
lice stations and settlements, demanding 
fcodand threatening to take it by foree. At 
Prince Albert anumber of Indians made a raid 
on cattle belonging to white settlers, and car- 
ried them off. Capt. Herchmer, of the 
mounted police, with twenty men, ar- 
rested three of the ringleaders, and was 
conveying them to the police barrack 
at Shoal Lake, when a body of Indians, armed 
with Winchester rifles, stopped him atthe 
ford and 

THREATENED TO MASSACRE 
every White inthe district if the prisoners 
were not released. Herchmer released them 
at Fort McLeod. Twenty-eicht hundred In- 
dians came in saying they were starvy- 
ing. Provisions are arriving from 
Fort Benton, but not in a quantity 
sufficient to relieve their distress. Buffalo 
were reported going north, but the herds still 
kept on the American side. Canadian In- 
dians are afraid to cross 1n pursuit, the Amer- 
ican tribes threatening to attack them. 

SITTING BULL 
with seventy-five warriors is encamped fifty 
miles southeast of Fort Walsh. He is very ill 
and despondent. His followers are all going 
north to Prince Albert, raiding 
stores, settlers’ houses and traders, 
wagons on the way. Martin, the famous 
missionary and now Bishop of St. Paul, has 
had a conference with the police recarding 
Sitting Bull’s return to the States. 
Sitting sull will not go back unless 
he receives ample guarantee that he 
will not be punished or sent ona strange 
reservation, and he wants to retain his arms. 
As at present situated, he is harmless, 
THE YOUNG WARRIORS 
have deserted him and gone North. Settlers 
in the Prince Albert country are drilling. Arms 
and ammunition have been received from thea 
Dominion Government, and a battalion, or- 
ganized a month ago by Col. Osborn Smith, 
commander of the Dominion forces in 
the Northwest, now number five hundred 
men. They are under the command of an ex- 
officer of the British army. Capt. Seott’s 
companies haye also been formed in the out- 
lying settlements, and recruiting for the po- 
lice is going on actively. Lieut.-Gov. 
Laird is ‘still in Battleford, but the 
women and children have left § for 
Winnepeg. 
THE FUR TRADE 

is at a complete standstill, owing to the 
scarcity of buffalo. Pemmican is selling at 
forty cents a pound, and none coming in. 
The Dominion Government and the Hudson 
Bay Company are making great exertions and 
sparing no expense to relieve the distress, but 
the want of transportation is a serious draw- 
back. 

Col. Richardson, stipendiary Magistrate of 
Battleford, and Mr. Dewdry, chief 
Indian Commissioner, are in Ottawa 
conferring with the Government on the posi- 
tion of affairs. Canadian Indians blame the 
Government for permitting the American 
Sioux to settle on Canadian soil and slaughter 
buffalo out of season. 

AT PRINCE ALBERT 
a Jarge body of Minnesota Sioux has been set- 
tled for some years, and Sitting Bull’s people 
are joining them and urging them to join in 
the uprising. Laird has gone to sce the Min- 
nesota Sioux to warn them against the Tret- 
ons.

A very important decision is now expected 
from the Supreme Court, which, ifit goes 
favorably to the city, will add forty thousand 
dollars yearly to the municipal revenue. It is 
the case of Green & Clark, the cider men, 
sgainst the city of St. Louis, contest- 
ing the validity of the vehicle license 
law. Theecaseis backed and fought by the 
vebicle owners’ association, a company which 
was formed for the special purpose of fighting 
thislaw. The litigation beganin February, 
1878, and tlaveled step by step from the po- 
lice courttothe highest benchin the State.

GRAND OPERA-HOUSE.—A_ very fair Mon- 
day night audience was nt at the Grand 
Opera-house last evening, when the orchestra 
commenced the overture of Max Maretzek’s 
American opera of *‘Sleepy Hollow.’’ Tae 
composer directed his own work,and as he has 
drilled and schooled both orchestra and 
chorus andimpressed hisown conception on 
the soloists a fairer trial could not have*been 
civen to What is termed an_ especially 
American musical production. The verdict 
passed last evening when the curtain fell was 
eminently favorable and satisfactory. 

Altthough called an American opera, there is 
really little thatis American init except so 
far as tbe subject is concerned. The music is 
most strongly flavored of the Italian school, 
With a goodly admixture ofthe French anda 
slicht essence of the German. Nevertheless, 
the work is thoroughly enjoyable and inclu: - 
some real musical gems: whic! 
are destined to become popular. Over- 
sionally there are memories of arias from other 
operas, but Max Maretzek must at anyrate be 
congratulated upon having offered the public 
a certainly enjoyable musical feast. 

The composer has caught the spirit of Irv- 
ing’s legend of the old Knickerbocker com- 
munities, aml the musie is thoroughly en rap- 
port with the story ofthe work. Brightness, 
melody and fluency character-

LINC OLN’S MOTHER. 
Erection of a Mar ble 
Her Remains in Spencer County, Inil- 
ana—The Patriotic Generosity of Mr. 

Studebaker, of South Bend. 

[Duspatch to the Cincinnati Gazette. } 

ROCKPORT, IND., November 17.—Sixty-one 
years last October Nancy Hanks Lincoln, 
mother of Abraham Lincoln, the martyr Pres- 
ident, died in her bhusband’s cabin, on the 
farm upon which the 4ately laid-off village of 
Lincoln City is located. The village is a sta- 
tion on the Rockport and Cincinnati Railroad, 
in Carter township, Spencer county, twenty 
miles north of Rockport. The farm is that 
upon which Abraham  Lincoln’s father 
squatted in 1810, on his  re- 
moval from Hardin county, Ky., 
the year Indiana was admitted intothe Union 
and two years before the county of Spencer 
was organized. The Lincoln famiiy settled 
literally in the woods, for the forest was then 
unbroken, and here in this wild region they 
commenced making a farm when Abraham 
was but seven years and six months old. The 
father maintained himself and family by hunt- 
ing and fishing and occasional days of labor for 
his neighbors until he got enough land cleared 
to bear him a crop—the first crop being plant- 
ed upon ten acres, all dotted over withstumps 
and grubs. lt took nearly two years of hard 
labor to make this ‘‘clearing’’ ready for the 
plow and hoe, 

Nancy Lincoln was in all reg 
to her husband, and toiled early and late 
assist him in providing for the support 
their family. Your correspondent now recalls 
a statement made to him in 1862 by 
an ola citizen of Spencer county in 
relation to Nanéy Lireolnu. He said he knew 
her well during her entire residence in 
Spencer county, and that she Was a woman 
of superior natural erlowments of mind, 
though of little education, and of great 
amiability and kindness of heart. ‘*My recol- 
lection ot Mrs. Lineoln,’’;said he, ‘*is 
she was, in the later years of her life, an inva- 
iid, and underweut great physical suffering as 
aresultof the privations and exposure she 
wes compelled to undergo in her pioneer life. 
But she was always gentle, always kind. She 
had a sweet expression of countenance,though 
her face bore the lines of great physical siffer- 
ing. She was far more energetic than her hus- 
band, and was quick-witted, witha great rel- 
ish for the humorous and a keen appreciation 
of the ludicrous. She used to occasionally 
scold het husband; but he paid little atten- 
tion to her ‘chirping,’ as he styled her com- 
plaints at his want of activity.’” 

It was on this farm that Abraham Lincoln 
had his home until he reached his twenty- 
first year, being born February 12, 1809,— 
three years after the marriage of his father 
and mother—in Hardin county, Ky., and re- 
moving with his father’s family to Lllinois in 
1830, Nearly fifteen years of his youth,there- 
fore, were passed in Spencer county. 

Nancv Lincoln was 2 most loving 
and brave as she was tender. She

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ANEW ROUTE TO THE PACIFIC. 


What Eli Perkins Discovere1 While He 
was in St. Louis. 
[Correspondence Chicago Tribune. } 

St. Louis. Mo., November 2).—‘**By plac- 
ing your eye upon the two black lines,’ said « 
great railroad President in St. Louis to meto- 
day as we stood before a map, ‘‘you will see 
the two new trans-continental railroads that 
are now rushing to completion. The upper 
black line running from Kansas City to Santa 
Fe, Albuquerque and on around to San Fran- 
cisco, is the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
Road. 

‘+ and the lower line?’’ 

‘**TLat represents the Southern Pacifie and 
the Galveston, Harrisburg and San Antonio 
Read, which are to meet at El Paso.’ 

‘*'Then the Soutbern Pacitic, which we all 
thought was coming east to meet the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe, has changed its route? ” 
I said. 

‘*Yes, the Southern Pacific, with Leland, 
Stanford, Huntington, and Charles C rocker, 
with their hundred millions of money. behind 
it, isgcing toturn soutb. They can’t agree 
with the Boston people whe are building the 
Santa Fe Road. So they have 
joined interests with Mr. Pierce, who 
is building his Galveston and San Antonio 
Road west of San Antonio towards the Rio 
Grande River and Fort Bliss or El Paso. 
Both these roads are now laying track as fast 
as thev can. and within two yeurs they will 
meet at E] Paso, or atsome point south of 
the Rio Grande, and there will bea new Pa- 
cific Railroad from San Francisco to Galves- 
ton, and thence onto New Orvleans, Mobile 
and Savannah. This will shorten the route 
from 8S: an Francisco to Savannah almost 1,000 
miles.’ 

**But doesn’t it break up Tom Scott’s pro- 
jected Texas and Pacific Road?’’ 

‘*Certainly. That road will haveto be post- 
poned. Of course it will be built some time, 
but not within the next ten years, It won’t 
be needed.

Louis and San Franeciseo Road, which stops 
at Vinitain tbe I[n-lian nation, has sold its 
charter to the Santa F: ople. 

‘-W bat was that charter?” 

‘Well, in 18t Congress granted tothe St. 
Louis end San Frai Roud, thea ealied 
the Atlantic and Pacific, the right to build a 
road through from St. Louis to San Franciseo. 
Not only this. Con: also gave 53,000,009 
acres Of land totbatroad toaid in building 
it, and stipulated that it might consolidate 
with ony otherroad. ThesSt. L ancl 
Francisco at ad trie “cl hard to consolidate with 
Tom Scott’s Texas Pacitic. That fell through, 
and now it bas consolidated with the Atechi- 
son, ‘Topeka and Santa Fe, and that road will 
complete the road to San Pr uncisco and take 
the 53,000,000 acres of land. 

‘**No connection with the Southern 
then’’’ 

‘*-No. The Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
people are rich. With this 55,000,009 ae 
of iand they can go on and build the roal. 
Their read already completed to Santa Fe, 
and will be down to Albuquerge in a few 
weeks. Then they wi!l runone branch down 
the Rio Grande to El Paso and the other on 
over to Fort Yuma, where they will strike 
tide-water.’’ 

‘*Does this scheme of the Santa Fe 
trouble Gould and his Uniou Pacitic?’’ 

‘Of course it does. It is driving him des- 
perate. ‘To head them off, Gould is trying to 
vet bold of all the connections east from Kan- 
sas City. You know he now controls the 
Missouri Pacific, the Wabash and the St. 
Louis, Kansas City and Northerh. But he 
can never head off the Santa Fe people. Why, 
the Rock Island Road already runs into 
Atchison and Leavenworth, a few miles from 
Kansas City, andthev are soon to build it 
through. T he n the Chicagy. Burlington and 
Quincy will soon run direct to St. Joseph and 
Atchison, and the Chicago and Alton runs 
clear to Kansas City. So you see Mr, Gould 
will never be able to absorb all of these 
jines.”? 

‘*What branches 
have?’’ 

‘*Well, they will run down the Rio Grande 
to E] Paso, and when they go west to the Colo- 
rado River, which is navigable, you know, for 
400 miles, they will be met bv the Southern 
Utah Road, which already runs down about 
100 miles towards St. George from Salt Like. 
Thus Salt Lake and Ogden will bave an outlet 
without going over the Union Pacific.’ 

**Tlow will allthis help Chicago?’’ 

‘*Why, it will break up the Union Pacific 
menopoly. San Francisco does not trade 
with Cheago now. Freights are too high. 

California trades with New York, and has her 
freigbt shipped around by the ocean. Six 
cents per pound over the Union Pacitic sends 
the Chinese tea trade through the Suez 
Canal to New York. whenit ought to come 
to San Francisco and over the Union Pacific. 
When the Santa re is completed,Chicago will 
not receive cargoes of Chinese freight via the 
Suez Canpaland New York. She will get it 
straight from China throuch California, and 
save the freight from New York to Chicago,’ 

‘*Then the fight is to be between Gould and 
the Sante Fe?’’ 

‘Yes: andit will be to the knife. Gould 
will try to keep them out of Denver aad Salt 
Lake, but the Santa Fe people are rich, and 
they Will make a strong fight. The whole thing 
is out of Congressional! jurisdiction now. The 

Santa Fe has the right of way and the 53,000 
acres of land, andit will be death to Boston if 
it don’t win.’’

Grain can be carried trom 8t. Louis to New 
Orleans in barges at four cents a bushel, while 
to ship itbyratl to the Atlantic ports costs 
twenty cents a bushel. From New Orleans to 
Europe, though the distance is greater than 
from New York, the cost upon grainin bulk is 
bardly three cents per bushel more. The com- 
pletion of the jetties makes this route entirely 
feasible. For some years steamers have been 
taking out a quantity of erain with their cotton 
cargoes trom the Crescent City, and deep wa- 
ter at the mouth ofthe river will now enable 
the largest vessels to take full loads. Grain 
puts a ship down much deeperinto the water 
than cotton.

Steamers now bring goods out from Liverpool 
to New Orleans ascheap as to New York, but 
the great importing houses are not there yet.

SHERMAN’S REPORT—THE 
BUSINESS OF THE NATION. 

The annual report of Mr. John Sherman, 
Secretary of the Treasury, is just published 
and naturally excites more than the usual 
attention bestowed upon such documents. 
It is quite lengthy, and is not only a busi- 
communication to Congress on the 
affairs of the Government, but is 
a skillfully prepared campaign paper in- 
tended to the interests of the 
author, who has frankly admitted that he is 
a candidate for the Presidency.

The very large taxes paid by the national 
banks to the national, State and municipal 
suthorities have beena great aid in relieving 
other property fromthe burden of taxution, 
and in the aggregate are more than the interest 
at four per cent on their entire circulation. 
Thus the large amount of non-taxable United 
States bonds held bytbem became taxable, 
and these taxes are in effect pai.l for the tran- 
chise they enjoy of issuing circulating notes. 


In regard to the internal revenue, it is 
shown that of the $113,918,466 cellected for 
the year ending June 30, 1879, $103,434,607 
came from spirits, fermented liquors and 
tobacco. The increase of the revenue from 
spirits was $2,149,000, while the increase of 
the tobacco revenue was only $62,247. The 
falling off in the latter is, of course, at- 
tributed to the reduetion in the tax which 
was brought about by the last Congress. 
The Secretary recommends that the tax on 
tobacco, spirits and fermented liquors be 
allowed to remain as it is, as changes of 
any kind have a tendency to disorganize 
business and diminish the reyenue. 

In speaking of commerce and navigation 
the interesting but humiliating statement is , 
made that, in 1857, over 75 per cent of the 
merchandise imported and exported was 
carried in vessels of the United States, 
while. at present only 23 per cent of the 
same is carried by such vessels, though the 
total volume of trade has risen from a 
value of $700,000,000 to $1,200,000,000. 

In regard to exports and imports, it 
is shown that the -excess of exports 
over imports for this year is Pele 
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silver bullion and coin have exceeded the 
exports ,125,337. 

The remainder of the report is devoted 
to various matters, such as light-houses, 
coast and geological survey, claims, life 
saving service, marine hospital service, 
etc. If Congress should undertake to 
wrestle with one-half the questions sug- 
gested, it will not have time to legislate 
about anything except the Treasury De- 
partment.

Last year the Massachusetts Legislature pass- 
ed a law to allow women to vote for members 
of the Schoo! Boards. This year they are to 
exercise the privilege for the first time, and it 
was to have been expected, from all the noise 
that has been made by the Women’s Righters 
in that State, that they would come out strong. 
But the registration books show that only 3,- 
000 of the 300,000 women in Massachusetts 
competent to vote came out, and of these 900 
were in Boston. But even. 3,000 ballots will 
not be cast, as many of the women who regis- 
tered said they would not vote, but had simply 
placed their names on the books to show their 
sympathy with the cause. And yet it is said 
the leaders of the movement intend to make 
greater demands this winter than éver before.

Hendricks’ Opinion of Grant’s Presidential 
Aspirations—National News. 


Democratic Caucus. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., December 2.—The 
Democratic Senators met in caucus this morn- 
ing. There was a large attendance. Senator 
Wallace, chairman ofthe caucus, announced 
that the meeting had-been called, as is 
usual at the beginuing of the session, 
to consider the subject of revising 
the Democratic membership of the commit- 
tees prior to reappointment by the Senate. 
No vacancies having been created by death or 
resignation in the Democratic membership 
during the recess of Congress, and there be- 
ing no applications presented to- 
day for exchanges, it was re- 
solved that the majority representa- 
tion shall remain as fixed atthe extra session, 
and the chairman was directed to notify the 
Republicans that the committee positions 
which were occupied by the late Senator 
Chandler are at the disposal of the minority. 

A somewhat lengthy discussion then ensued 
concerning the distribution of the 
Senate patronage. Several of the Senators 
complained that it had not been equitably 
distributed, and said that when the officers of 
the Senate were spoken to on the subject they 
referred to the caucus resolutions of last year 
which bound them to retain certain employes 
except in the event of misconduct, and con- 
tended that with the remainder of the patron- 
they had done the best they could. 
The question of amending these 
resolutions was then broached. 
There was no disposition manifested to inter- 
fere with one by which the Senate officers 
were required to retain all disabled Union sol- 
that were on the roll, but it 
was remarked there are still 
employed by the Senute a number 
of men placed in oflice by Republicans who 
were never in the army in any capacity, anda 
desire was expressed by some of the members 
of the caucus to replace them with Demo- 
crats,. 

After some discussion a resolution direct- 
ing inquiry into the nature of the instructions 
given by the caucus at the last session, and 
ecveral other resolutions providing specifically 
for the retention of Captain Bas- 
sett and various other old employes 
in case any further changes are 
made, were referred to the caucus committee 
on organization, created last March, to be re- 
ported on hereafter 

REPUBLICAN CAUCUS. 

Republican Senators hold a caucus this after- 
noon.

He went for 
it himself, not believing in the messeng3r who 
offered his services, and shortly returned, an- 
nouncing himself mistaken in the nature of the 
case and submitting to the reading of the depo- 
sition.

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How He Kept His Mother’s Birth- 
Day. 
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An English Youth Mourned as Dead, But Yet 
Alive—Probate Granted to His Represen- 
tatives—A Friend Discovers Him 
in California. 


[From the London Telegravh, Nov. 13.) 

Few dramatists or novelists have ever con- 
ceived a story more sincular than that of Ran- 
dolph Payne, which has just been unfolded in 
acourtoflaw. Inthe month of October, 
1878, Mr. Randolph Payne was living appar- 
ently in content with his parents at Moulsey- 
There was no presumption 
and, as

in-the-Thames. 
of his being in debt or difficulties, 
was natural in the case of a frec and 
man, he one day announced his intention of 
running down to Wales for a short holiday, 
He did not conceal his object or his destina- 
tion, and he promised faithfully to be back 
on a certain day. in order to keep his mother’s 
birthday at home. He arrived at Barmouth 
on a Saturday night, and, putting up ata 
hotel, he remained idly lounging 
about until the Monday morning, 
when he was seen leaving the house very 
ear!v in order to bathe inthe sea. There was 
‘“yovstery or concealment whatever. He 
left his watch and trmkets onthe dressing- 
tabie of bis room, a good and subst intial 
breakfast had been ordered to await him on 
bis return, and he was seen going down to the 
sea clad ina long ulster coat and swinging his 
bathing towels. Laterin the day, at a seclud- 
ed spot onthe beach, were found the clothes 
of Randolph Payne, left where he had put 
them off, and, as nothing more was seen of 
him. the only conelusion that could be ar- 
rived at was the very natural one that the 
bather had been drowned. Careful search 
was made, but no body was dis- 
covered. The parents were communicated 
with, and ih a state of great mental dis 
tress they came aown to Barmouth to identi- 
fv the clothes found on the beach and the 
trinkets left in the room. That birthday 
which was to have been so happy at home 
with the affectionate mother was spent In 
mourning fora lost son, advertisements of 
the death were inserted in the papers, and 
the legal representatives after a decent inter- 
val proceeded to the distribution of the sup- 
possed dead man’s effects. Among these 
were certain policies of insurance, and it be- 
came necessary for the father to apply on the 
Ist of April of the present year, or six months 
after the dispppearance, for a grant 
of administration on presumption 
of death. Insurance companies are notori- 
ously—and perhaps justly—sensitive in paying 
up policies without the actual proof of death. 
which inthis instance it was impossible to 
hand ik unless fhe sea delivered up its dead. 
But thafacts Appeared to beso clear to the 
court, al © details of the case were so dis- 
taessing. that the grant of administration was 
accorded. The natnral supposition was that 
the man was drowned, and the President of 
the court, inspite of a previous case tried 
before the late Chief Baron, in which the in- 
surance company resisted a claim, and the 
jury found for the plaintiff under almost pre- 
cisely similar circumstances, didnot hesitate 
to give the legal represt ntatives the ye of 
the doubt. 

Here ends the first 
scene changes in July 
San Francisco, where there arri\ 
ald Drysdale, a merchant of ‘a 
who, having known the Payne family inti- 
mately, Was well ableto recognize the fora 
and features of their fi 
ite ind the 
person Mr. Drysdate San Francisc 
was Randolph Payne. There was no disguise; 
the recognition was instant and complete. 
The city merchant bad left his old friecds in 
England mourning for their ‘he had 
grobably read the obituary advertisement 
and seen the commemorative headstone: he 
might well have added his generous comfort to 
soothe the nattral sorrow of the dis- 
tressed mother: he was familiar with 
the convincing details of the clothes left on 
the shore, the watch and rings foundin the 
room, the ordered breakfast, and all the pre- 
sumptive evidence ofan accident; while all 
the time here was Randolph Payne, the 
truant, living under an assumed name in San 
Francisco, careless of the agony he had caus- 
ed, and satistied with the ‘**death in life’’ 
which he had willfully and deliberately as- 
sumed. The explanation of this strange pro- 
ceeding Was yerv simple. The runaway was 
im pecuniary difficulties, and unable to face 
the exposure of commercial disgrace. What 
he did was done deliberately and with con- 
summate art. Themorning bath, the desert- 
ed jewelry, and the anticipated breakfast, 
were al! parts of a skillfully-arranged plot, 
while a double suit of clothes, both 
bidden under the ulster when 
the bather went down to 
the sea, completed the materials for decep- 
tion. There can be nodoubt that every trick 
of the kind 1s attended with certain risks. 
No man, for instance, who was habitually ac- 
companied by a servant, or whose wardrobe 
was periodically overlooked, could wisels 
have attempted such an imposition. It de- 
pended for success on an assumed ignorance 
of his personal property on the partof oth- 
ers. If an observant attendant atthe hotel 
had remarked the contents of the portman- 
teau, or any one at home had missed a famil- 
jar suit, Randolph Payne must have been 
found out, unless, indeed, he had purchased 
an entirely new suit of clothes as he passed 
through London on his wavyto Wales. He 
would scareely have neglected such a precau- 
tion, and then, by locking the portmanteau at 
the hotel, the traces of his = exist- 
ence would have been reduced to a minimum. 
Atany rate he was hidden completely from 
the world until he was unearthed by Mr. 
Drysdale. That gentleman he succeedad in 
swearing to secrecy, and this point of the 
story recommendsitself strongly to the dra- 
matist as a fine chance forthe skillful exlibi- 
tion of character. What was Mr. Drysdale to 
do’ Tetell the truth at home would have 
been to expose fhe heartlessness of the adven- 
turer, to condemn his character, and proba- 
biv to ostracise him from the society in which 
he had formerly moved. The sudden shock 
of recovery might have been fatal 
to the old people at home, who 
believed their son dead and mourned him as 
lost. La joie fait peur! and all these circum- 
stances had to be egarefully weiched by the 
friend of the family. Arrived at home, he 
was probably arguing with himself and con- 
sidering what best to do, when he received a 
letter from the runaway. It was this letter, 
signed **Randolph Mason,’’ that solved the 
mystery. Instantly recognizedby the father 
as in the handwriting of his son, there was n»9 
need for further silence on the part of Mr. 
Drysdale. In that scrap of paper was contain- 
ed the truth that restored a son to life, though 
it could never give back the confidence that 
had been so cruelly forfeited. 

In commenting on a recent oecasion upon 
the mischief that ensues from these artfully 
arranged and deliberately planned disappear- 
ances, we, a8 Was natural,dwelt on the intense 
seltishness and the absence of human feeling 
that characterize them. There may be agrim 
satisfaction to the perpetrator of a hoax, who, 
in the garb of a cattle drover in Cornwall, or 
attired as an adventurer in California,reads of 
his own death, and peruses the complication 
that ensucs upon bis departure. Certain dis- 
ordered minds may take asly and cruel de- 
light in baffling the police, causing a hue and 
cry, and watching the astonished world 
goingon the wrong scent, while they, en- 
sconce in some snug corner, laugh in 
their sleeves, and marvel at their own import- 
ance. But a diseased understanding and an 
excess of morbid egotismn can atone be plead- 
ed as an excuse for men or women who, blind 
to all consequences, can think unmoved of ghe 
tears shed and the regrets uttered over their 
very worthless persons. A man who could 

romise his mother to return on her birth- 

ay, and wantonly of his own free will make 
it a day of mourning for his assembled fami- 
ly, is without the pale of sympathy, and 
brands himself as destitute of common feel- 
ing. It may be very awkward for him to 
meet the consequences of his own indis- 
cretion or misfortune, but the painful 
humiiiatién of the prodigal cannot be so de- 
basing as the life-long thought of the home he 
has ruined and the hearts he has broken. In 
this case of veep: Payne, however, there 
are circumstances that bring in their train se- 
rious annoyance to the community at large. 
The hesitation of insurance companies in pay- 
ing over the value of policies in doubtful cases 
is likely to be materially increased now that it 
is known how easily commereial societies and 
the law officers can be tricked by thoughtless 
runaways. In such cases the innocent suffer 
. for the guilty,for already the President of the 
Probate Court put his foot down upon 
— what is called * ‘presumptive evidence,’’ and

It must 
be said in defense of the modern little 
cir] that the candies are a great deal nicer and 
more tempting than they used tobe in the 
days when peppermint stick,and lemon braid, 
cream, lobster, and rock candy were the sta- 
ple sweeties, and all the fair possibilities of 
chocolate were unknown, Even peppermints, 
which used to be about the size of a dime,and 
not strong enough to keep one awake through 
a whole sermon, even when one’s grandmoth- 
er permitted one to steal all that one wanted 
from ber pocket, have now developed into 
yreat disks that make more than one mouth- 
ful. and arestrong enough tokeepa Con- 
gressman awake through an all-night ses- 
sion. 

Children who like candies that will **last’’ 
buy the imperials, little colored pebbles al- 
most as hard adamant and fiery flavor, 
whether it be cinnamon or cloves.

Diphtheria. 

Here 1s a diphtheria remedy extract from 
the Belfast ([reland) Witness. It is certainly 
simple enough. If it is indeed what is claimed 
for it, it ought to be widely circulated: 

Should you or any of your family be attacked 
with diphtheria, don’t be alarmed, as it is 
easily and speedily cured without a doctor. 
When it was raging in England afew years 
ago, Laccompanied Dr. Field on his rounds to 
witness the so-called “‘wonderful cures’’ he 
performed while the patients of others were 
dropping on both sides. The remedy is so 
rapid it must be simple. All he took with him 
was a powder of sulphur and a quill, and with 
these he cured every patient without excep- 
tion. 

He putateaspoonful of flour of brimstone 
in a wine glass of water, and stirred with his 
finger instead of a spoon, as the sulphur does 
not readily amalgamate with water. When 
the sulphur was well .mixed, he gave it asa 
gargle, andinten minutes the patient was 
out ofdanger. Brimstone kills every species 
of fungus in man, beast, and plant, in a few 
minutes. Instead of spitting out the gargle, 
he recommended the swallowing of it. 

In extreme cases,in which he had been 
called just in the nick of time, when the fun- 
gus was too nearly closed to allow the gar- 
gling, he blew the sulphur through a quill in- 
to the throat, and after the fungus had 
shrunk, to allow of it, then the gargling. He 
never losta patient from diphtheria. Ifa 
patient cannot gargle, take a live coal, put it 
on ashovel, and sprinkle a spoonful or two of 
flour of brimstone upon it, and let the sufferer 
inhale by holding his head over it. 
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Taking Tea in Omnibuses. 

According to the Pall Mall Gazette an in- 
genious American has designed, especially 
for the use of Londoners, a ‘‘tea ’bus.’’ In 
this vehicle there will be every accommoda- 
tion for **5 o’clock tea.’’ It is expected that 
the“bus will bea creat favorite with ladies, 
who willtake advantage of it not merely for 
shopping purposes but also as a pleasant way 
of spending the afternoon and having agree- 
able chats with each other over their tea-cups. 
A narrow table runs along the middle of 
the vehicle, and. behind the seats there 
will be room for the conductor to wait on the 
tea-drinkers. Water will be voiled ina lite 
tle apparatus beneath the seatof the driver, 
the tap being inside the *bus, so that kettles 


may be filled without difficulty. The tires of 
the wheels are to be india-rubber, to prevent 
unpleasant jolting. and the springs of the car- 
riage will be adjusted on an entirely new and 
improved principle, insuring the complete 
ease and comfort of its occupants. With a 
ne egy supply of biscuits and bread and 
yutter, the scheme may prove a success, but 
the ’bus will have to be driven with extreme 
eare, for the horrors ofa collision in the 
streets willbe greatly enhanced by oroken 
crockery and boiling water.

Trial Trip ofthe World’s Largest 
Ferry-Boat. 


Full Description of the Monster Craft—Her 
Engines and Steering Gear—The Slips 
and How They Work. 


[From the San Francisco Call.] 
The tria) trip of the monster ferryboat So- 
R. R. Co. for the 
transportation of passenger and freight cars 
across the Straights of Carquinez from Port 
Costa to Benicia, took place yesterday. <A 
party of gentlemen, composed mostly of those 
connected with the C. P. R. R. Co. and 8S. P. 
R. R. Co., or interested in railway and 
steamship matters, left onthe 9 o’clock boat 
for Oakland Wharf, near the end of which the 
Solano was moored. Arrived at the vessel, a 
number of others were found on board, sothat 
when the signal was given for ‘‘All ashore not 
going,’”’ the party had been increased to about 
seventy persons. A few moments after 10 
o’clock Captain Morton, from the forward 
pilot house, struck one bell, and what was 
then the port wheel begin to revolve; he 
struck another, and the walking-beam abaft 
its mate 

MOVED SLOWLY UP AND DOWN, 
and the starboard paddle commenced its revo- 
lutions. 
sions for owners and builders, and in the case 
of the Solano this feeling was intensified,

It was finally decided 
to construct a ferryboat which would be capa-

AN ENTIRE PASSENGER TRAIN, 
With this ideain view the plans for the Sol- 
anowere drawn, and early in Februray last 
her keel was laid, and the work of construc- 
tion pushe dl so rapidly forward that she was 
launched in the middle ofJulv.

These give longitudinal stiffness, and 
connect the deck and the bottom of the boat, 
making her in reality a huge floating bridge. 
lier registered tonnage is 3,541 31-100 tons. 

rHE HULL 
is scow-shaped and similar in model to the or- 
dinary sternwheel river steamboat. She fs a 
double-ender, and at each end has four bal- 
anced rudders, each 11 1-2 feet long and 51-2 
feetindepth. They are constructed with 
coupling rods and each has one king-pin in 
the center for the purpose of holding it in 
place. The rudders are worked by an hydrau- 
lic steering gear. operated by an independent 
steam pup. These rudders are connected 
with the ordinary steering gear. that in 
case of anv disarrangement of the hydraulie 
apparatus the vessel may be guided by it. The 
advantage of this improvement is that the im- 
mense craft can be handled with ease by one 
man, whereas, if the ordinary wheel and sys- 
tem of steering was used, it would require six 
menatthe wheel. The hydraulic apparatus 
is much quicker; in fact,the huge rudder re- 
sponded almost instantaneously to the touch 
of Capt. Morton, yesterday, as with one 
hand he easily moved the lever along a sliding 
brass plate, and guided the monster craft at 
will. The engines, instead of being placed 
abreast of each other, are placed fore and aft 
inthe boat. The object of this innovation is 
to give room for four tracks on the deck. The 
shafts are sixteen from 
center to center. en- 
gines are entirely independent, each operat- 
ing one wheel. This arrangement of the 
engines and paddles makes the boat more 
easily handled entering or leaving the slips, 
orturning quickly when required, as one 
wheel can be made to go ahead and the other 
to reverse atthe same time. One wheel is 
placed eight feet forwaid. and the other eight 
feet abaft the center of the boat. The boilers 
are placed in pairs,on the guards, forward 
and abaft the paddle-boxes, 
entirely independent of the other, so that the 
boat can be run with any number required. 
Yesterday the experiment was tried of work- 
ing the craft

atatime, andso powerful are the rudders 
that she was kept as direct in her course as 
with both in motion. The arrangement ofthe 
boilers upon the deck, instead of in the hold, 
it is believed will have the effect of lengthen- 
ing the life of the boat by two or three years. 
It is well known that nothing rots Oregon pine 
faster than steam and fresh water, and it is 
this cause Which often renders unsound the 
hulls of steam vessels before decay is sus- 
ected. There are ten’ water-tight bulk- 
oame. dividing the hull inte 
eleven water-tight compartments. Be- 
sides rendering her absolutely 
secure from all danger of sinking, these bulk- 
heads tend to strengthen as well as stiffen the 
vessel. Upon the deck of the Solano are four 
tracks extending her entire lengeth, with a ca- 
pacity for carrying forty-eight loaded freight 
cars, or twenty-four passenger coaches of the 
iargest class. Being a double ender, she has 
no fixed bow and stern, although one end will 
probably be designated as the forward and the 
other aft, for the purpose of convenience, af- 
ter she gets into working order.

HINTS ABOUT BUILDING. 


Something About ‘Office Architecture. 
A correspondent of the Chicago Times 
makes the following valuable suggestions 
about the construction of offices: 
THB OFFICE BUILDING. 

Location is of first importance, for unless 
there 1s a demand for offices in that neighbor- 
hood, the rooms will not rent well, however 
attractive otherwise. Then the size and dis- 
position of the rooms must be considered. 

If for law firms, a large, well-lighted room 
is required, with a vault for the use of clerks 
and for the library. Communicating with this 
room there should be two orthree small 
rooms, With private entrances into the hall: 
for an attorney requires not only a consulta- 


tion room, butalso an arrangement whereby | 


he can be *‘out of town’? at, times, even to his 
own clerks. Apartments of two small rooms 
are also in good demand. Vaults are essen- 
tial in every suite. 


Light and ventilation must be provided for | 


every room, for they are fully appreciated. 
Dark or haif-lighted rooms will not rent, and 
had better be omitted. A clear head cannot 
long exist in afoul atmosphere. 

A professional man can not afford to occupy 
rooms that are not lighted and well veutilate 
ed, for both are absolutely essential to his 
success, and to his standing in his profession. 

The halls and staircases should be light and 
liberal. They are often looked upon as a 
waste of room, when other than the absolute 
necessity for the service of the building. This 
is a great mistake, fora fine approach gives 
value toall the rooms, and helps to rent 
them. 

The elevator should be the very best that 
existsatthetime. It should be safe beyond 
a question, and in charge of a careful and 
watchful engineer, who takes nothing ~—for 
granted, but looks at every part daily. Not 
long since they were a luxury, and only plac- 
edin large, costly buildings, where the offices 
conmanded high rents. Now they are a ne- 
cessity inevery building devoted to offices, 
2nd this necessity bas contributed tothe in- 
vention of cheap elevators. Accidents have 
alre Tea occurred sullicient to eause alarm, 
and the character of the elevater is now con- 
sidered by a would-be tenant before he signs 
a lease. 

The fire-proof qualities should at least be 
sufficient to confine a fire to the room in which 
it originates until the fire department has 
time to extinguish it. Slow burning con- 
struction is easily adapted to such a building, 
for the amount of combustible material stored 
Within is so small that at moderate additional 
cost the building can be made practically fire- 
proof. This can be done by a thick deafening 
between the joists under the floors, by avoid- 
ing wooden lathing, and by fire-poof parti- 
tions. 


Build the exterior walls hollow and plaster | 


directly on the brick. his costs less than 
furring and lathing, is absolutely fire-proof, 
and to which,if properly constructed, noother 
objection ean be urged than that brick often 
stain through tbe plastering. This objection Is 
in large part removed by a through serubbing 
of the brick with hot water befor plastering. 
The same abjection exists to plastering on the 
chimneys, and on tothe interior brick parti- 
tions, Which is always done. 

For the ceilings iron laths can be used, or 
terracotta plates can be nailed to the joists, 
pointed in the joints and finished with a white 
hard finish. 

In the planning of a building, carry as many 
of the partitions as possible in brick from the 
foundation tothe roof-covering. The other 
partitions can be of light, hoilow tile, or of 
studding covered by iron laths, or even by 
wooden laths, as all communications for fire 
are closed by the floor and by the ceiling. 

The roof should be covered with tire-vroof 
tiles below the felt. 

Details for the comfort and convenience of 
the tenants should be carefully considered. 
They are essentiai and contribute much to the 
success of the investment. Among these is 
the care taken of the building after it is com- 
pleted. This last is too often so far neglected 
as to greatly decrease the rentroll. No policy 
could be more short-sighted that that of leav- 
ing an office building inthe care of a cheap 
janitor. Gentlemen accustomed to a_ well- 
ordered house at home will avoid a badly-kept 
building. 

The floors should be tile or narrow strips of 
hard wood: maple or white oak are the best. 
Carpets are objectionable as they very soon 
become filled with dust, and itis not often 
convenient to take them up for cleaning. Be- 
sides this, the cost of the carpet is verv prop- 
erly added to the rent, inthe tenant’s list of 
office expenses, and good, hardwood floors 
will often decide the question of choice. 

From the above it will be seen that there are 
some expenses that do not increase in propor- 
tion to the size of the building, such as room 
given to halls and stairways, cost of heating 
apparatus, wages of engineer and janitor, sal- 
ary of agent, and particularly, the expenses 
olthe elevator. In consequence alarge and 
hich office building is the most profitable. 
Six stories and a basement are not too much, 
for now ali persons are accustomed to use the 
elevator, Which makes all stories equally ac- 
cessible. Besides, there is acertain advan- 
tage of licht, quiet and freedom from dust in 
the upper stories that sooner or later will be 
more appreciated. 

With regard tothe exterior little need be 
said, as this is usually left to the taste of the 
architect, other than that the entrances should 
be readily distinguished, and that no signs 
should be allowed on the outside of the build- 
ing. except on places especially prepared for 
them and on the glass inthe windows. ‘Tiis 
last is another reason for large sheets of plate 
glass in the windows, besides the general 
one, tbatitadds greatly to the appearance of 
the building and to the elegance of the rooms.

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Glamor, Glitter and Tinsel—London’s ‘Na 
abilities Pass the Ushers’ Ordeal. 


| From the New York Herald. | 

LONDON, November 18, 1879.—Just as reg- 
ular as clock-work, year after year, does the 
Lord Mayor’s show pass the Herald office in 
Fleet street, There is no English institution 
more solid and stable, apparently, than that 
most grotesque and bizarre procession. Age 
cannot wither nor custom stale it, although 
(to continue the Shaksperean quotation) per- 
haps that old, common arbitrator Time will 
one day end it. Anyhow this year it flourish- 
ed unimpaired—. _, in unworted vigor—for 
we had no less than twenty knights in (tin) 
armor, mounted upon as many 
war (circus) horses, and the 
noble company of shining warriors met 
with no mishap, save that the back armor of 
one of the steeds, having become disarranged, 
slipped over the tail and caused the cavalier to 
behave in most unknightly fashion and the 
crowd to jeer most unsympathetically. In 
other respects the show was much the-same as 
ever. Banners, bands, sailor boys, a squad- 
ron of cavairy, firemen, watermen, common- 
place-looking masters of livery companies in 
seedy carriages, gorgeously embroidered foot- 
men, and finally the great, fantastic, gilded 
coach, with its six splendid horses trapped in 
glittering harness, their manes braided with 
scarlet. Thus, in semi-regal, semi-theatrical 
state does the one year king of the city trav- 
erse the streets on the 9th of November. The 
feature of this year’s show was, however, not 
so much the knights in steel or the foresters 
in green or the new liveries of the footmen; 
the great attraction was the ex-Lord Mayor, 
who has rendered bimself so unpopular that, 
as his carriage passed the crowded streets, a 
perfect tempest of hissing and yelling follow- 
ed bim. Cries of **Zulu?’? and a doll painted 
to resemble in complexion one of King Cety- 
wayo’s scantily clad warriors suggested to him 
the impropriety of his recent absurd crusade 
against the eorrupters of the morals 
of the rising generation, it being evidently the 
opinion of the crowd that the rising genera- 
tion could take care of its own morals. It 
must be admitted, however, that the ex-Lord 
Mayor was equal to the occasion. He had an- 
nounced his intention of figuring in the proces- 
sion,even if he were torn to pieces by the mob, 
and all through his{inything but triumphal pro- 
gress he kept smiling and bowing and waving 
a pretty handkerchief as though he was the 
hero of an ovation. In this wily manner did 
he disarm the malice of the crowd, and went 
te and from Westminster outward- 
ly rejoicing. In the evening he had 
his reward for his pluck, for when his name 
Was announced atthe reception which pre- 
ceded the banquet he received a hearty round 
of cheering. Altogether, as I have said, the 
ex-Lord Mayor was the feature of this year’s 
show, and it is likely to be long remembered 
in the annals of the city of London. The re- 
ally great event, however, of Lord Mayor’s 
Davy is not the procession, but the grand ban- 
quet to Her Majesty’s Ministers in the even- 
ing, Which is always made the occasion of a 
political speech from the Premier in response 
to the toust with which his name 1s coupled. 
The cable will longago have given you the 
text of Lord Beaconsfield’s eration, so there 
is no need for quotation now. The sphinx 
was expected say many and 
weighty what he_ did 
say was as the froth of 
the champagne in his glass. It was, as one of 
the French papers says, very eloquent Ss1- 
lence. At one moment he was cheerfully 
talking of the improvement of the chemical 
trade; at the next, with lowered voice and 
impressive manner, he dwelt on the horrors 
of the Cabul massacre. From the pleasantry 
of his badinage on Irish topics he passed toa 
grave enunciation of the old-time motto of 
ancient Rome, adopted by his own Ministry, 
‘“‘The Empire and Liberty;”’ and finally, when 
his reference te the Athenian law against 
perorations raised the expeetation of his bril- 
liant audience to fever heat, he simply turned 
to the Lord Mayor and said, in effect, that his 
peroration should be the Lord Mayor’s very 
good health, and thathe had but little doubt 
that on that very day a vear hence he would be 
congratulating him upon the brilliant year of 
office. It was as characteristic a speech as 
this extraordinary man has ever uttered, and 
was fully as disappointing, as far as informa- 
tion is concerned, as he doubtless intended it 
to be. 

This great annual civic banquet is, take it 
altogether, the most curious and amusing 
sight which can be seen in this country, and a 
parallel to it cannot be found anywhere. It 
is a strange jumble of stateliness and farce, of 
pageantry and mummery, of witand folly, 
and therefore most entertaining and instruct- 
ive. The guests are bidden at six o’clock, and 
at about that time the carriages beginto roll 
eastward from the West End. Here and 
there along the route known the people gath- 
er merelyto see the carriages of the swells 
flash through the murky air of a London No- 
vember nicht. At theentranceof King street, 
which leads up to the Guildhall, and which is 
shut.off from Cheapside by stray barriers, 
there is a dense crowd,eager and swift to rec- 
ognize the guests, as in response to the dis- 
play of the ticket the gates are thrown 
open toadmitthem. In splendidly appoint- 
ed carriages, with portly coachmen and 
bammer cloths ims neat, unobtrusive broug- 
hams, in civic, State carriages, in hansom 
cabs and *‘four-wheelers’’ and even on the 
cheap **‘Shanks’ mare,’’ the fortunate held- 
ers of the red and white cards pour throuch 
the street until at last no less than nine 
hundred peopleare set down at the entrance 
of the magnificent hall and library of the 
Guilds of thecity of London. Almost 
half the street is occupied by a temporary 
building of wood, well lighted and prettily 
decorated, which forms avast vestibule. 
Thence, passing between double lines 
of volunteer soldiery, Who stand with 
arms ordered—ready to come to the ‘‘pre- 
sent’’ when any illustrious person passes along 
—you enter the splendid, lofty library, which 
is scarcely second to the great hall itself. 
Now, if you are desirous of having your name 
shouted in stentorian tones three times, if 
you are willing to walk up a narrow lane be- 
tween rows of seats of ladies and standing 
gentlemen, twenty deep; if you wish to skake 
the hand of the Right Honorable the Lord 
Mayor and bow to the Lady Mayoress; if you 
wish to find yourself inthe immediate com- 
pany, with very littie elbow room, of bearers 
of historic names and well known faces— 
if you want to do all this, 
go straight onand keep a stiff upper lip. 

Sut if vour innate modesty or the 
consciousness that, deserving as you are, fame 
bas not yet made your namea household 
word, prevents your braving the terrors of 
running the gauntlet, turn sharp to the right 
or left and get lost, as you will speedily be, in 
the standing crowd behind the six or eight 
ushers with silver-tipped wands who keep the 
passage clear. If you execute this simple 
maneuver in a bold but firm manner you shall 
presently see passing you in review, 80 close 
that you can touch them, some of the greatest 
people inthe land. Evenif you cannot know 
them by sight. you will know before they are 
in the room who and what thev are. 
Thus: Amidst the hum and buzz of 
the conversation there wil! break forth 
from the entrance to the vestibule a 
quick, sharp sound and a hoarse, peremptory 
command: it isthe guard of hohor present- 
ing arms;in another moment you hear the 
words **Lord and Lady Chelmsford’’ passed 
along the line of ushers, and as the 
hero of Zululand, in full uniform, with his 
wife on his arm, comes along the lane the 
crowd claps its white-gloved hands and the 
ushers batter the floor with the butt ends of 
their staves. Slowly and with a gratified look 
the pair march past. The two words ‘‘gen- 
tleman’’ and ‘‘irresolution’’ are written in 
ev line of thatface and in every movement 
of Mae tall, spare figure. So. with an inces- 
sant repetition of ‘*Lordand Lady Chelms- 
ford!’’ up the red lane until the final roar of 
tne official at the far end of the hall this “inci- 
dent’’ comes an end.

The Aldermen’s ancient dresses, the bright 
scarlet of the British army, the trumpeters 
in their sportsman dresses,the Judges in their 
wigs, the city carver high up ina pulpit with 
a vast baron of beef before him, the crash of 
the band, and above all the glorious open 
timber roof of the ancient hall make up a 
scene as brilliant, festive, and quaint as the 
world ever can show nowadays. Asa din- 
ner, exceptat the high table where it is 
served hot, the entertainment is weak. 
My own personal experience of the successive 
courses as supplied atthe table where I sat 
wes as follows: Seltzer water, chicken. cold 
beef, champage, ice pudding, fried smelts, 
pineapple, more beef. Nothing but the wish 
to hear what the great man Lad to say can in- 
duce a spirit of forgiveness for these cousecu- 
tive insults, and when once the sphinx begins 
to talk you forget well as forgive. You 
might hear a pin drop after the trumpets 
Which annbunce the toast to Her Majesty’s 
Ministers have ceased to sound, Thenhe rises, 
that strange old man upon whose shoulders so 
much of the world’s bistory rests, and with 
calm manner and measured words, withouta 
single moment of hesitation for word or 
thought tells us—nothing!

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A MIGHTY HUNTER, 


Some of the Exploits ot Samuel Daugh- 
erty, of Pennsylvania.

In the Times of November 17 appeared an 
article of a special correspondent from Hones- 
dale, Pa... giving an account of an old 
hunter who figures in Potter county during 
the hunting season, by the name of Phin. 
Teeple. Yourcorrespondent alleges that his 
hero has killed during his eventful life 3,000 
deer and over 400bears. Now, we do not 
desire to pluck a singie laurel from your he- 
ro’s brow, nor intimate for one moment that 
his story is mythological; on tbe other hand 
we believe every word of it, and even the 
hair-breadth escapes recorded of him. 
Any one living 1» the region of country de- 
scribed, orin the adjacent counties, would 
drink down such stories witn 
as much avidity as he would 
sweet milk with ice on a_ hot sum- 
mer day. They are not of unusual occurrence. 
Among the early settlers of the Kettle Creek 
and Youngwoman’s Creek region of country 
you could scarcely find one who had not killed 
his hundreds, if not thousands, of deer and 
bears; besides they could relate hair-breadth 
escapes from the clutches of bears and the 
stij more terrible and fierce attacks of pan- 
thers until the blood would almost congeal in 
your veins and the hair would actually creep 
up and stand on end. 

We have one old hunter still living whose 
age is about eighty, and whom your late 
townsman, Hon. James Ross Snowden. if he 
were living, would weil remember for his many 
eccentricities once upon atime when visiting 
and examining certain lands on the waters of 
Youngwoman’s Creek. Our hero’s name is 
Ssemuel Daugherty, whose parents settled at a 
very early day onthe waters of Youngwoman’s 
Creek. It was here that Samuel was born 
and where he lived until many years atter the 
death of his parents. During the last twenty 
years he has livedon the waters of Kettle 
Creek. His appearance at any time 
would strike ai stranger with wonder 
and surprise He is tall and portly in appear- 
ance, and scarcely ever seen unless fully ac- 
coutred with his trusty rifle, shot-pouch, 
powder-horn and knife in his belt; and almost 
always a haversack may be seen .on his back, 
in which he carries a lunchof jerked venison 
and a roll ofcorn bread. His coat and panta- 
loons are mostly made of deer skins,the form- 

‘er tanned with the hair on. Although atbletic 
and formidable in appearance, he is as gentle 
asa woman. I never saw man more tender- 
hearted. Instature heis about six feet, in 
form erect and broad-shouldered. The angle 
of vision and facial line are at 
right angles, his forehead is 
broad and eyebrow heavy. His countenance 
indicates that he has had the smali-pox in 
early life.

Every 
boy, therefore, who is employed by the Amer« 
ican «District Telegraph Company is put 
Into a training-school, and this school is a 
very interesting one. 

The school-room is provided with wooden 
benches, like those found in old-fashioned 
country district schools, put the instruction 
given is entirely fn regared to 
the business of the company.{Every candidate 
for a place must know how to read and 
write before he can be put into the school. It 
is of course necessary for the boys to know 
the situation of every street in 
the city. large map of 
the city is therefore placed before them, with 
the streets marked on it, but without their 
names. The teacher points out different 
streets to his pupils, and they are required to 
name them. Inthis way a messenger-bo 
soon acquires amore complete knowledge o 
the city’s thoroughfares than many an old 
resident can boastof. Inone part of the 
room are telegraph instruments such as the 
company uses, and the boys are taught how 
tosend and receive messages onthem. Then 
there isa miniituré bank, where they.are 
taught about the use of checks, and there is a 
make-believe broker’s office, where they are 
tuught how to deliver stock, ete. Much ate 
tention is given tothe instruction in the bank 
and inthe broker’s oflice, as bankers and 
brokers use the messenger boys constantly. 

There is, beside all this, a great deal for the 
boys to learn about the company’s methods 
of business, which | need not explain in de- 
tail. They must make themselves familiar 
with the *‘tariff-book,’’ which tells them how 
much a boy must charge for going from any 
one place in the city to any other. They must 
learn the use of the different kinds of tickets, 
on Which the temporary record of their ser- 
vice is kext. They must know when to charge 
fora car or stage fare and when it is prope 
for them to walk. 

The American District Telegraph Company 
employs, on an average, 550 boys, who are 
distributed throughout tbe city among twen- 
ty-three oflices. Each oflice has from five 
cighty boys in attendance, according to its lo 
cation, and every boy is expected to serve te 
hours aday. Insome of the offices, constan 
employment cannot be found for all the boy 
during this time, and one form of promotion 
is to send a boy to an ‘ ‘easy district.’’ 

When a boy arrives at bis oftice in the morn- 
ing he goes to the sergeant, who notes if he is 
on time ornot. Then he puts on his uniform 
and reports to the manager, who ascertains 
whether or not his hands are cleanand his 
hair neatly brushed. If he passes this ®xam- 
ination successfully he takes a seat for duty. 
The boys respond to calls in the ordero 
their numbers early inthe morning; afterwar¢ 
they take their turns. 

A faithful boy in the employ of this compa 
nv is never discharged mer: ly because busiues 
is dull, the resignations of boys who tire o 
their duties or leave for other causes, and the 
dismissal of boys who are unsatisfactory, ra- 
pidly deci easirg the force when additions are 
not made. It has required no little skill so to 
arrange the service that inefficient messengers 
may be detected among so many; but this has 
been accomplished by an admirable system of 
records, and discipline is enforced by means 
of tines and extra hours, which soon lessen the 
wages, or prolong the period of daily service, 
of those boys who prove remiss.

BREWERS’ PATENT. 


An Important Decision by the U.s. Courts, 
But One Which Will Not Much Affect St. 
Louis—What the Local Brewers Say. 

The morning papers contained a dispatch 
from Milwaukee announcing the decision of 
Judge Dyer, of the United States Court, in the 
case of Matthew Gottfried against the Philip 
Best Brewing Company, for infringement ot 
Hu patent for pitching the inner 
suriace of beer kegs and barrels. The decision 
rendered was in favor of the complainant, and 
is of great importance to brewers having the 
patentin use, asit m: them liable fora 
royalty for the operation of the process. 

It is intimated that the case will 
appealed to the Supreme Court. The 
sum claimed by plaintiff tor 
the infringement of the patent and the royal- 
ty for future use have not yet been deter- 
mined.
